RECORD VALUE OF EXPORTS IN JANUARY, 


IMPORTS ALSO HIGH 


HE VALUE of United Kingdom exports in January reached 

the all-time record of £175-9 million, an increase of £15-5 

million over the previous record in November, and {19-4 
million higher than the fourth quarter average. Imports, at {201-2 
million, were {4-1 million above the average for the preceding 
quarter, and only £0-5 million below the record figure for June. 
The value of re-exports was £5-8 million so that the excess of 
imports (valued c.i.f.) over total exports (valued f.o.b.) fell to 
£19-5 million, compared with a monthly average of £35-8 million 
for the year 1949 and {21-0 million for the first quarter of 1949. 

January contained 26 Customs working days, and the daily rate of 
exports was 10) per cent. higher than in December, November or 
January of last year. ‘To some extent the high figures of exports in 
January reflect a seasonal rise following the Christmas holidays and 
a more reliable guide to the current level of exports would probably 
be obtained by taking the daily rate of exports in December and 
January together. ‘The following table shows the value in £ million 
of exports in each of the last twelve months adjusted to a standard

The volume in January is estimated provisionally at about 

one-sixth above the average for the year 1949, and roughly one-tenth 
above the fourth quarter level, average values in January being 
less than 2 per cent. higher than during October to December,

Details of Exports 

The value of exports of manufactured goods in January (£151-5 
million) was 17 per cent. above the average for 1949. Most of the 
rise was due to a further increase in exports of metals and engineering 
products which amounted to £91-7 million—{13-2 million above the

fourth quarter level and £17-2 million above the average for the whole 
of last year. Textiles exports, at £31-3 million, were over £3-2 
million above the fourth quarter level, but only £1-3 million above 
last year’s average. Exports of other manufactures amounted to 
£28:-5 million compared with averages of {26-4 million for the fourth 
quarter and £25-5 million foi the year 1949. 

Among the metals groups the most outstanding increases were for 
vehicles (£35-4 million or 35 per cent. higher than the average for 
last year), and machinery (22} per cent. up at £28-5 million), 
though, apart from electrical goods, each of the remaining metals 
groups also showed increases over both 1949 and the fourth quarter. 
In the vehicles group, over half the increase was due to unusually 
high exports of ships and boats ; these exports are always subject to 
wide fluctuations from month to month, and in January amounted 
to 100,000 gross tons, valued at {8-1 million (£4-5 million above the 
1949 average). Exports of motor cars were also very high in January; 
the number of cars and chassis exported rose to 30,747 (valued at 
£9-0 million), one-sixth more than the average for the last quarter of 
1949 and over 40 per cent. above the average for the year. Exports to 
Australia, the largest market, were 11,814, two-thirds above the 
average for 1949, while those to Canada rose by over 75 per cent. 
compared with the fourth quarter of 1949 and, at 5,749, were more 
than double the average for last year. Exports of commercial 
vehicles and chassis increased to 10,267, about one-third above the 
average for the year 1949 ; the value was {4-3 million in January. 

Exports of iron and steel goods reached £12-5 million in January, 
18 per cent. above the average for last year ; the total tonnage 
exported increased to 232,000 tons. 

Exports of cotton goods in January (£12-8 million) were £0-9 
million above the fourth quarter level, but did not reach last year’s 
average of £13-3 million ; shipments of yarns, thread and piece- 
goods (72-3 million square yards) all fell short of the 1949 averages. 
The value of woollen and worsted goods exported was £10-0 million, 
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15 per cent. above the average for 1949. Exports of wool tops were 
51,300 cwt. (valued at £1°9 million) compared with an average for 
last year of 44,700 cwt. and for woollen and worsted tissues January 
exports, 11-1 million square yards, were 15 per cent. above the level 
reached last year. Among other textiles, the quantity of linen piece- 
goods exported was roughly a third above either the fourth quarter 
or last year’s average. 

The value of exports of chemicals, drugs, etc. (£7°9 million) 
was 11 per cent. above the 1949 average, the most important individual 
increases within the group being for drugs, medicines, etc., and paints 
and colours. 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco amounted to £10°6 million, 
only slightly above the fourth quarter average, but 30 per cent. above the 
average for the year 1949. Exports of beverages and cocoa prepara- 
tions ({£3-6 million) were at about the fourth quarter level—29 per 
cent. higher than the average for the year. The value of whisky 
shipped ({£1-9 million), though below the high fourth quarter figure 
of £2:2 million, was about one-fifth above the average for 1949 ; 
the quantity (703,000 proof gallons) was slightly below last year’s 
level. The quantity of refined sugar exported in January (1,355,000 
cwt., valued at £2°5 million) was over 40 per cent. above the 1949 
average. 

The rise compared with 1949 in exports of raw materials (an increase 
of 45 per cent. to £9°8 million) was due mainly to the higher exports 
of coal and raw wool. The quantity of coal shipped in January 
(1,428,000 tons valued at £53 million), although a little lower than 
the average for the fourth quarter of 1949 was nearly one-quarter 
above the average for the year. The value of January exports of raw 
wool ({£1-2 million) was more than double the 1949 average. 


Exports to North America 


The provisional figures for exports to the United States in January 
showed a slight fall compared with December, to £6°9 million, but 
the sterling value was 44 per cent. above last year’s average. In 
terms of United States dollars, January exports (19-2 million) 
were 12 per cent. above last year’s average, though about 5 per cent. 
below the level in the first quarter. For Canada there was an increase 
from £7°6 million in December to £8-4 million in January, compared 
with last year’s average of £6°6 million. In terms of United States 
dollars this represents a small reduction compared with the average 
for 1949, 

The main change in exports to the United States was a fall of nearly 
one-third from the very high December figure for exports of home- 
made spirits (mainly whisky), though the sterling value was above that 
for any earlier month of last year. ‘There was a fall from the abnor- 
mally high fourth quarter figure for non-ferrous metals exports and 
vehicles exports were practically unchanged, but most of the remaining 
important groups showed appreciable increases. 

Outstanding in the case of Canada was the rise in shipments of cars 
exports of which amounted to £1-°6 million in January compared 
with an average of £0-8 million in the fourth quarter of 1949. Exports 
of woollen and worsted goods (£1-6 million) were nearly 50 per cent. 
above the fourth quarter level. 


Imports 


The increase of £11-8 million over the 1949 average in the value of 
imports was due largely to higher imports of food, drink and tobacco, 
which (at £89-2 million—the same as the fourth quarter level) 
were £8-4 million above the average for last year. Raw materials 
imports ({£67:1 million) showed a smaller increase compared with 
both the fourth quarter (£64-3 million) and the year’s average (£64°5 
million), but the value of manufactured goods imported (also mainly 
materials and equipment for industry) was practically unchanged 
at £42°6 million. 

The most important change among foodstuffs imports was for 
meat ; the total quantity imported rose to 155,000 tons in January 
compared with an average of 98,000 tons in 1949, while the value 
(£24:3 million) was almost double last year’s average. Over half 
of the increase was due to very heavy imports of bacon (40,000 tons 
valued at £9°8 million). Imports of butter, at 40,000 tons, were 
the highest for a year and caused a rise in the value of dairy produce 
imported of more than a half compared with the low fourth quarter 
level and roughly one-tenth over the 1949 average. Both wheat and 
flour imports were well below the 1949 average quantities and, 
although imports of coarse grains (157,000 tons valued at £3'1 
million) were roughly one-half higher, the total value of grain and flour

Packaging for [Exports 


GUIDANCE on packaging for exports to the 
Area was given by Mr. J. J. Ferriggi* in a paper 
February meeting of the Institute of Packaging in

read to the 
London 
Mr. Ferriggi recently made an extensive tour of the area and in his 
paper dealt specifically with packaging problems for exports to Trini- 
dad, Venezuela, and Colombia. He pointed out that it was obvious 
that a user was only prepared to pay for material received in good 
condition, and that packaging must be given the utmost consideration. 
At Port of Spain, the only port in Trinidad capable of discharging 
ocean vessels, he said there were ample storage facilities for packed 
goods and the port was undoubtedly well organized. The usual 
types of packages and material were seen on the quay, but the tem- 
peratures, together with a high relative humidity, especially during 
the wet season, cause corrosion and rot against which goods must 
be protected Although the

Mr. Ferriggi described a journey he made from Bogota, the capital, 
to Puerto Salgar, the nearest port on the Magdalena River, 125 miles 
away. The journey from the mountains was equal to passing from 
winter to summer in a matter of afew hours. Major landslides on this 
road not infrequently blocked the route for several days at a time 
Goods might be held up for days by a landslide and were subject to 
rainstorms which had to be experienced to be believed. If material 
was to arrive in a fit condition it must be protected to a degree which 
is quite beyond our domestic experience. Railways in Colombia 
had not been developed on an extensive scale, and their reliability 
also depended on the seasons and the accompanying landslides and 
floods.

Methods of Packaging 


The first step in selecting the correct method of packaging to be 
employed should be to collect all relevant data regarding :— 
Any special packaging required in view of the nature of the goods 
Whether goods will be shipped on deck and/or transhipped en route 
The cl matie con linon ountry to which goods were consigned 
Unloading facilities at port of discharge 
Handling conditi route to final destination, not forgetting that 
the worst part of the journey might be after discharge from the ocean

Regarding unloading facilities and handling conditions, he pointed 
out that where previously he had referre 1 to poor handling conditions, 
these had in the main been due at some ports to lack of mechanical

Unfortunately, 
however, the B.S.I. could not give detailed methods of dealing with 
every packaging problem, therefore, manufacturers or packers were 
bound to find it necessary to solve their own particular problem 
He strongly recommended that, wherever possible, a visit overseas to 
study conditions at first hand would prove of the utmost value. 
this was not possible then specialists on this subject should be co 
sulted. 

The Institute of Packaging had an advisory panel prepared to 
assist, wherever possible, on any packaging problems, and he re 
commended that every advantage be taken of this service 

Turning to further points to be considered in packaging material 
for this or similar areas, Mr. Ferrig

Where practicable and necessary, prepacking 
wrapping should be stipulated, particularly in 
which were likely to remain in store, as this w at } 
was necessary to do this storage under tropical conditions and 
means of preventing damage during transit.

labelled with details of contents and any other information required 
by the purchaser, so that they need not be opened until the contents 
were wanted for use. If the article to be packe d was of a delicate 
nature then the instructions should include the provision of suitabl 
cushioning.

Finally, there was the selection of the most suitable type of outer 
container. 

The data collected under the heading ‘‘ Methods of Packaging’ 
should make it possible to decide the type of package to be used, and 
if he had succeeded in presenting a clear word picture of the severe 
conditions in some of our overseas markets, the necessity of paying a 
good deal of attention to the provision of a pack which would do its 
job and get the contents to their destination in 100 per cent. condition, 
would be readily appreciated. He suggested that where no data 
was available regarding the efficiency of existing packaging methods, 
reports should be asked tor from consignees conce rning the condition 
in which the packages and contents were received by them 


Points To Be Watched 
In compiling the packaging specification the following 
points should be considered : 


If goods were to be shipped loose, were they sufficiently protected where 
necessary and/or adequately secured if bundled ?

Prices of Exports and Imports of 
Under-Developed Countries 


STUDY of the post-war rise in the prices of goods imported by 
under-developed countries (especially capital goods, such as 
machinery and equipment) compared with the post-war price increase 
of the exports of under-developed countries, consisting almost entirely 
of primary commodities, has been published by the United Nations 
Department of Economic Affairs. The book is called Relative 
Prices of Exports and Imports of Under-Developed Countries, and is 
obtainable, price 7s. 6d. (by post, 8s.), from H.M Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches. The subject matter 
contained in this report will be studied by the tenth session of the 
Economic and Social Council in connection with its consideration of 
economic development of under-developed countries. 

While the prices of primary commodities have tended to increase 
more than the prices of manufactured goods since the immediate 
pre-war period, the conclusion is reached that the terms of trade of 
under-developed countries in their relation with industrialized coun- 
tries have failed to show an improvement. This conclusion is based 
on a detailed study of the changes in total export and import prices 
of forty-four under-developed countries and areas. 

Some kind of international action would seem to be a prerequisite, 
in order to improve, or merely to stabilize, price relations of under- 
developed countries. The study, however, points out that international 
arrangements to improve or stabilize the terms of trade of primary 
producers thus far under consideration have been concerned with 
prices in an absolute sense, rather than with the more complicated 
matter of maintaining a given standard of price relations. 

The study says that the terms of trade of under-developed countries 
are not the only factor affecting their e-onomic development. Other 
measures necessarily continue to be important also. Foreign financing 
is one of these, and foreign loans and investments may become a 
more important resource for the economic development of under- 
developed countries than they are now, if stable and favourable 
relations are assured

British Film Quota Returns 
for 1948—49 


HE Trade have now examined the exhibitors’ quota 

returns for the 1948/9 quota year under the Cinematograph Films 
Act, 1948, which provides (with certain exceptions) that every cinema 
must show a prescribed proportion of British films. For the year 
ended September 30, 1949, the statutory quotas were 45 per cent. 
for films shown as first features and 25 per cent. for all other films 
features and short films shown in the “ supporting 
programme ’’). The Act provides that exhibitors who satisfy certain 
conditions with respect to competition from other cinemas may have 
their quotas reduced, and in the 1948/9 quota year, 1,478 exhibitors 
were given reduced first feature quotas ranging from 40 per cent. to 
10 per cent. After allowing for these reliefs the average prescribed 
first feature quota for the country as a whole was 37 per cent. No 
reductions were made in the 25 per cent. supporting programme quota.

The returns show that the average proportion of British films 
actually exhibited in Great Britain was 37 per cent. for first feature 
and 27 per cent. for supporting programme films. Over the country 
as a whole, therefore, the first feature quota was achieved and the 
supporting programme quota exceeded, This was the first year of 
the 1948 Act which intrdduced a separate quota for first features 
and comparative figures cannot therefore be given. It is clear, 
however, that the total amount of screen time which was devoted to 
British films in 1948/9 was considerably higher than in 
previous 

Of the 4,689 returns received, 4,182 were from exhibitors with 
quota obligations who operated over the whole of the quota year 
Of these, 1,474 defaulted in the first feature quota, and 1,381 defaulted 
in the supporting programme quota.

Parchases in the Dollar Area 


N December 15 the Chancellor of the Exchequer was asked in the 

House of Commons what was the practive of H.M. Government in 
the choice of source of supply as between dollar countries in Govern- 
ment purchases of food and raw materials. He replied :— 

“* We naturally make our dollars go as far as we can, by buying on 
the most favourable possible terms. As between sources which cost 
us dollars, we buy entirely according to commercial considerations, 
taking into account price, quality, continuity of supply, reliability 
of suppliers, delivery conditions, and so on. It is because we want 
to make our dollars go as far as we can that we are now inviting suppliers 
in the various dollar countries, where needed supplies are available, 
to bid competitively for our trade. This applies to most of our dollar 
imports except, of course, such items as wheat which are covered for 
some months ahead by existing contracts. Our policy in this matter 
is, of course, in conformity with the principles of the Havana Charter 
for the International Trade Organization and the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade.’’ 

Since the commercial interests of private importers coincide with the 
national interest of making dollars go as far as possible they will, of 
course, be following the same principles in their purchases of dollar 
commodities. 

In the case of imports financed by E.R.P. funds, the Economic 
Co-operation Administration in Washington has defined the price 
regulations with which it is necessary to comply if the transaction is 
to be eligible for E.R.P. finance. Section 112 (1) of the Economic 
Co-operation Act of 1948, as amended, provides that no funds shall 
be used for the purchase in bulk of any commodities (with certain 
exceptions) at prices higher than the market price prevailing in the 
United States at the time of the purchase adjusted for differences in 
the cost of transportation to destination, quality, and terms of payment. 
This policy is extended by Section 201.22 of E.C.A. Regulation I 
which provides broadly that E.C.A. will make payment only for pur- 
chases of commodities, whether or not in bulk, which are made at 
prices that approximate as nearly as practicable to the lowest com- 
petitive market prices.

European Paper Team Leave 
for United States 


WO parties of experts from the pulp and paper industries of 


Western Europe have gone to the United States. They will 
study aspects of the manufacture and distribution, and especially of 
the use of paper and paperboard for packaging. 

The visit of these experts has been arranged jointly by the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co-operation (O.E.E.C.) and European 
Co-operation Administration (E.C.A.). The team will remain in 
the United States for two months, and will be divided into groups, 
to study respectively specialized machinery, production processes 
in the pulp and paper trade, the paper conversion industry, distribution 
and sales, the work of trade associations and scientific research, and 
labour relations. On their return, they will draw up a report for 
examination by the Pulp and Paper Committee of O.E.E.C., and 
subsequent publication in member countries. 

Members of the team represent Austria, Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, 
United Kingdom and the O.E.E.C. Secretariat.

Economic and Commercial Conditions in Norway 


HE various aspects of Norway’s economy are reviewed in the 

Report on Economic and Commercial Conditions in Norway® 

by the First Secretary (Commercial) to His Majesty’s Embassy 
in Oslo which has recently been published. The Report contains 
chapters dealing with finance ; natural resources, industry and 
production ; trade ; labour and social matters, and transport. In 
addition there are 16 statistical appendices. 

The report shows what gigantic tasks of reconstruction Norway 
faced after the war. During five years of German occupation she had 
lost about one-fifth of her real capital, industria! production had fallen 
by one-third and foreign trade by three-quarters. All her main indus- 
tries, timber and timber processing, metal mining, electro-chemical and 
electro-metallurgical, fishing and fish products, needed re-equipment. 
About half her large merchant fleet had been lost in the service of 
the Allies. More hydro-electric power was urgently needed for 
domestic electricity and for industrial purposes, and existing plant had 
to be renewed and equipment procured for the further exploitation 
of her vast resources of water power. Much had been achieved by 
1948, particularly in regard to industrial production which was nearly 
20 per cent. higher in volume than in 1938, and her shipping had been 
replaced to nearly the pre-war tonnage. 

Norway’s foreign trade is very large in proportion to her population. 
The range and volume of her agriculture is limited and her production 
of manufactured goods small. Her mineral products do not include 
coal, except on Spitzbergen, or petroleum. In order, therefore, to 
maintain a high standard of living she needs very large imports of 
food, raw materials and manufactured goods, and the exports of the 
relatively few goods she can supply in quantity—fish, timber, pulp 
and paper, ores, whale oil, fertilizers and electro-metallurgical products 
are insufficient to pay for these imports of which she relies upon the 
earnings of her merchant fleet to finance about one-third. 

During the war the volume of imports and exports was gradually 
reduced to one-fifth of the 1938 level and by 1944 Germany was 
supplying more than 80 per cent. of Norwegian imports and taking 
about the same percentage of her exports. By 1948, however, 
Norwegian exports had risen to 81 per cent. and imports to 100 per 
cent. of the 1938 volume, and Germany was only taking 5 per cent 
of exports and supplying 2:5 per cent. of the imports. 


Trade with United Kingdom 


Before the war the United Kingdom was Norway’s largest customer, 
taking about 25 per cent. of her exports. Germany came next with 
14 per cent., followed by the United States with 9 per cent. The 1948 
figures are about 16 per cent., 5 per cent. and 8 per cent. respectively. 
The United Kingdom still remains by far the largest buyer of 
Norwegian exports, in spite of the fall in her share, but trade with 
Germany will probably greatly increase, and every effort is, of course, 
being made to expand exports to the United States. 

As for imports, the increase in the United Kingdom’s share from 
16 per cent. before the war to 18 per cent. in 1948 is surprisingly small, 
in view of the fact that Norway since the war has had to look elsewhere 
for the large volume of supplies previously obtained from Germany 
and other war damaged countries. ‘This is, however, partly explained 
by the fact that since the war the United Kingdom has not been able 
to deliver coal, steel, cotton yarns, etc., in quantities needed by Norway, 
while Norway has had, under bilateral trade agreements with other 
countries, to buy from them manufactured goods of the type the 
United Kingdom produces, in order to obtain vital raw materials or 
to secure export outlets for her fish and other goods in easy supply 
Moreover, it must not be forgotten that the United Kingdom is 
already selling to Norway about twice as much as Norway is selling 
to her. Norway has, however, never been in balance on visible trade 
with the United Kingdom the difference being offset by shipping 
earnings. 

Norway's chief imports from the United Kingdom are ships and

mineral oils ; coal, iron and steel and other metals ; cotton yarns ; 
machinery and capital equipment ; chemicals and a wide range of 
textiles (cotton and wool piece-goods and apparel). Norway is doing 
all she can to develop her own production of yarns, piece-goods and 
clothing ; she is particularly anxious at present to reduce the imports 
of clothing (as a highly manufactured product), and to make herself 
independent of foreign yarns of which, since the war, she has been 
unable to obtain adequate supplies. Nevertheless she will certainly 
still need substantial quantities of United Kingdom textile products 
if they are right in price and quality, and increasing trade should also 
be possible in machinery, apparatus, tools, cutlery, etc. The purchase 
of ships, the largest United Kingdom expert,’ will diminishconsiderably 
once war losses have been replaced. As regards coal the future position 
is uncertain ; whereas in the past the United Kingdom supplied 
70 per cent. of Norway’s requirements, Norway is now obtaining 
increased supplies from Poland, and is doing all she can to replace 
the use of coal by electricity and oil and to develop the coal supply 
from Spitzbergen 


Control of Foreign Trade 


The Report refers to the fact that Norway’s foreign trade is planned 
and controlled in the greatest detail to ensure that imports shall so 
far as possible be confined to those essential to her economy and to 
facilitate the export of fish, furs and so forth. To this end, most 
import and export transactions are subject to licence, and the severe 
licensing system operated hitherto has made it difficult to judge the 
market possibilities for United Kingdom goods as these are governed 
by whether licences will be given, rather than by normal commercial 
considerations such as demand, price and quality. Nevertheless, 
it can be said that there is in Norway a considerable demand for 
United Kingdom goods, and Norway and the United Kingdom have a 
traditional and warm friendship, which predisposes the Norwegian 
importer in favour of buying from the United Kingdom wherever 
possible. 

Since the Report was written Norway has, like other countries 
participating in the Organization for European Economic Co- 
operation, relaxed her import restrictions as a contribution to the 
greater liberalization of intra-European trade. But while imports of 
most raw materials and a number of semi-manufactures and essential 
goods have been freed the Norwegian Government has felt unable as 
yet, in view of the financial and economic position of the country, to 
free as high a percentage of manufactured goods, and imports of 
most less essential and consumer-type goods still remain under import 
control. 


Economic Agreements Between 
Switzerland and Czechoslovakia 


NEW Trade and Payments Agreement between Switzerland and 
£4Czechoslovakia and an Agreement on compensation for Swiss 
property affected by nationalization measures in Czechoslovakia were 
signed in Prague on December 22, 1949. They entered into force 
provisionally on January 1, 1950 


The Trade and Payments Agreement is valid until December 31, 
1954, and may continue in force thereafter unless denounced with 
notice. Lists of quotas are to be drawn up annually 
which will form the basis of trade between the two countries. Pay- 
ments will be made through a clearing account in Swiss francs. ‘The 
quota lists for 1950 have not been published, but it is reported that 
Czechoslovak exports will consist of agricultural produce, sugar,

Transfer of Profits and Depreciation 
from Indonesia 


THE Trade Commissioner for Indonesia in London has issued the 
following information regarding the transfer of profits and de- 
preciation from Indonesia :— 


Further to previous circulars on this subject, the Indonesian Exchange 
Control (D.I.V.1.) has now announced that applications in respect of the 
transfer of profits and depreciation allowances relating to financial years 
ending subsequently to December 31, 1948, will now be entertained, 
subject to the following regulations : 

Applications must be accompanied by complete financial statements 
comprising balance and profit and loss account, together with proof that 
the appropriate amount of company tax has been duly paid. 

Besides, companies which received permission to transfer monies in 
respect of financial years ending in 1947 and 1948, must submit a statement 
from the Inspector of Finance incorporating the amount of the final 
assessment relating to these years and the date on which the tax was paid. 

If, however, no final assessment has yet been received, the complete 
financial statements and a copy of the detailed statement submitted for 
the assessment of company tax must be presented. 

In order to prevent an unnecessary drain of foreign exchange during 
January/June 1950, as a result of a back-log of transfers and to spread the 
expenditure of foreign exchange for this purpose evenly throughout the 
year, the necessary foreign exchange will be made available in nine equal 
monthly parts after the application has been approved.

Italy-Sweden Trade and Payments 
Agreements 


EW TRADE and Payments Agreements between Italy and Sweden 


were signed in Rome on November 15, 1949. Both Agreements 
are valid until October 31, 1950, and may be renewed annually unless 
denounced three months before expiry. 

‘The system of compensation transactions which has hitherto formed 
the basis of Swedish-Italian trade is abolished and payments are now 
to be regulated through a clearing account in Swedish Kroner. A 
Mixed Commission has been set up which has agreed on lists of 
goods to be exchanged between the two countries for the period until 
October 31, 1950. These lists include both goods on which quantita- 
tive import restrictions have been lifted on either side and goods for 
which specific quotas are fixed. ‘The principal Italian exports to 
Sweden include fruit and vegetables, rice, hemp, textiles, chemical 
products, machinery, electrical material, vehicles and tyres. Swedish 
goods to be exported to Italy include rayon- and paper-making pulp, 
paper, iron and steel, machinery, tools and instruments.

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Conversion of Bank Accounts 


in Germany 


HE FOREIGN OFFICE (German Section) has issued the 
following announcement for the information of United Kingdom 
holders of bank accounts in Berlin and the Soviet Zone of Germany. 


1. Hitherto, Reichsmark balances held in Berlin and the Soviet Zone 
of Germany before May 9, 1945, have not been converted into the 
prevailing German currencies. Arrangements are now being made 
for this to be done in Berlin under Regulation 19 pursuant to the 
second Ordinance for Monetary Reform, and in the Soviet Zone of 
Germany and the Soviet Sector of Berlin under Regulations 1 and 2 
pursuant to Soviet Military Administration Order No. 111/48. 
Balances held in the Soviet Sector of Berlin may be converted under 
either of these arrangements at the holder’s choice. 


Arrangements for Berlin 

2. Under Regulation 19 issued by the United States, French and 
British authorities in Berlin, balances eligible for conversion are those 
which were maintained in a Bank in any of the four sectors of Berlin 
by account holders who, on October 1, 1949, were United Nations’ 
nationals or nationals of a State not having been at war at any time 
since September 1, 1939, with any of the United Nations. The 
conversion will be at the rate of one Deutschemark for every 20 
Reichsmarks and will be made in three equal annual instalments. 
For the present, the balances so converted will remain subject to the 
usual blocking provisions applicable to the accounts of non-residents. 
All balances so converted in whichever sector they may have been

7. Applicants wishing to obtain conversion under Soviet Regula- 
tions 1 and 2 should submit to the Banken Kommission, Berlin, W.8, 
Tauben Strasse 26, a statement of their accounts, showing the banks 
at which their account was held, the number and designation of the 
account and the last balance known. In the case of savings deposits, 
the bank book is also required to be forwarded ; after inspection it 
will be returned to the owner. If the statement is submitted by some- 
one other than the holder, a short statement is required explaining 
why the account holder is unable to submit the statement himself. 


8. On receipt of the statement from the account holder, the Banken 
Kommission will send to the account holder a declaration form showing 
the credit balance on the accounts as ascertained in the books of the 
banks concerned. The account holder will be invited to sign this 
declaration form which constitutes the formal application for con- 
version, to have the signature certified by a notary and to return it to 
the Banken Kommission before December 31, 1950. 


9. The summary in paragraphs 6 to 8 above is not to be taken as 
authoritative. 


Spanish Tax on Commission Agents’ Fees 


H.M. REPRESENTATIVE in Madrid reports the publication in 
the Spanish Boletin Oficial of December 31, 1949, of a Decree re- 
garding the collection of taxes, imposed by a law of September 22, 
1922, on salaries and other remunerations received by commission 
agents, who, representing Spanish firms, work and receive payment 
abroad. 

Under the provisions of this Decree, remission of such taxes may 
be claimed on grounds of reciprocal treatment by the country in which 
the commission agent may be residing. United Kingdom agents for 
Spanish firms may, therefore, claim exemption from payment of this 
tax on the grounds of reciprocal treatment accorded to Spanish sub- 
jects by H.M. Government. Application for exemption should be 
made to the Spanish Ministry of Finance through the Spanish 
Commercial Counsellor, 12 Cadogan Place, London, S.W.1 or 
the nearest Spanish Consul.

Brazilian Import Licences 


A TRANSLATION of an extract from the Brazilian press of 

January 22, 1950, recording a decision of the Export and Import 
Bureau of the Bank of Brazil to refuse or severely restrict the granting 
of import licences for a wide range of goods has been forwarded by 
H.M. Ambassador in Rio de Janeiro, as follows :-— 

In accordance with a directive from the Consultative Commission 
for Commercial Exchange with Foreign Countries, the Export and 
Import Bureau of the Bank of Brazil will refuse import licences for 
the following products : hunting traps ; any kind of glass bulbs for 
electric lamps ; cement-asbestos and galvanized iron corrugated 
sheets ; iron sheets for soles of shoes ; carded wool yarns ; washed 
wool, except of the ‘* Lincon,”’ “‘Alpaca,’’ ‘‘ Mohair ’’ and ‘‘Cachemer”’ 
types; textiles in general, including shiny tropical ; lentils ; natural 
iron oxide ; cigarette paper of any origin or quality ; coloured 
silk paper and aluminium, copper, iron and tin strips for coopers. 

The following criteria were also fixed : (a) steel alphabets to mark 
metal objects—licences will be granted for imports payable in incon- 
vertible currencies for a moderate quarterly supply ; (b) corrugated 
aluminium sheets—licences will be granted for imports payable in 
inconvertible currencies, in favour of traditional importers, for 
quarterly supply up to a limit corresponding to the fourth part of the 
average of those effected by the applicants in the three years 1946- 
1948 ; (e) gramophone records: (1) classical records and records for 
the study of languages—licences will be granted for imports payable 
in inconvertible currencies for quarterly supply up to a limit corres- 
ponding to the fourth part of the average effected by the applicants 
during the two years 1947-1948 ; (2) records of popular music— 
licences will be granted for imports payable in inconvertible currencies 
for quarterly supplies up to a limit corresponding to 50 per cent. of 
the fourth part of the average of those effected by the applicants during 
the two years 1947-1948 ; (3) virgin and acetated records—licences 
will be granted for imports payable in inconvertible currencies : 
in favour of direct consumers in order to attend to their real necessities ; 
in favour of intermediaries, for quarterly supply up to a limit corres- 
ponding to the fourth part of the average of those effected by them 
during the two yer 3 1947-1948. Bearing in mind the Anglo- 
Brazilian Agreement, requests referring to imports payable in pound 
sterling shall be referred by the agencies to the head office of the 
Carteira for decision. 


Import Control 


According to the Brazilian press of February 8, 1950, the Brazilian 
Consultative Commission for Commercial Exchange with Foreign 
Countries has approved the following suggestions of the Export and 
Import Bureau of the Bank of Brazil :— 

To licence, for quarterly supply and when payable in inconvertible 
currency, imports of reels for typewriting, calculating and ‘‘ Hollerith”’ 
machine ribbons, equivalent to a quarter of the average of those made 
by the interested parties in the three years 1947-49. 

To allow, for supply until June 1950, importations of furs for the 
manufacture of wraps, to a limit equivalent to 25 per cent. of the average 
of imports made by the interested parties in the three years 1946-48, 
provided they are payable in readily available currency. 

(A previous notice on the granting of licences for various goods 
was published in the Board of Trade Journal on January 21, 1950, 
page 156.) 


Ecuador 
Calculation of Import Duties 


HIS MAJESTY’S Ambassador in Quito reports that an Ecuadorean 
Ministerial Order has been issued whereby, for the purpose of 
calculating import duties, the f.o.b. price of imported articles will be 
converted at the rate of exchange at which payment is made, according 
to their classification in Lists A, Bor C. (Customs duties have hitherto 
been paid on the f.o.b. price converted at the official rate of exchange.) 

Henceforth the price on which ad valorem import duties are paid 
will be calculated at :— 

List A imports: S/15:17 to $1 (official rate of S/13-50, plus 
S/1-67 in miscellaneous taxes). 

List B imports: S/20-17 to $1 (official rate, plus miscellaneous 
taxes, plus S/5 per dollar exchange surcharge). 

List C imports: S/24-67 to $1 (average free market rate of S/18 
to $1, plus exchange surcharge and miscellaneous taxes). 
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Age Certificates for Whisky, Brandy 
or Rum Imported into Canada 


COPY of Memorandum Series D, No. 75, Fifth Revision, issued 

by the Canadian Department of National Revenue has been 

forwarded by the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in 

Ottawa. The memorandum states that by Order-in-Council P.C.234, 

dated January 20, 1950, the following revised regulations have been 

made relating to age certificates for whisky, brandy or rum imported 
into Canada. 

REGULATIONS 

(a) No intoxicating liquors, commonly known as whisky, brandy or rum 
may be imported or admitted to entry into Canada for consumption, unless 
such whisky, brandy or rum has been aged and held for a period of not less 
than two years in small wood in accordance with the provisions of the regula- 
tions issued under the Food and Drugs Act and has been fully certificated 
respecting the date of manufacture by authorized officers of the government 
of the country in which produced, except as provided for in (d) here- 
under ; provided that, 

(i) the requirement that imported whisky or brandy be held for a period of 

two years in small wood shall not become effective until May 1, 1951 ; 
(ii) rum which has not been aged for two years may be imported or 
admitted to entry into Canada for consumption up to and until 
September 1, 1950, but not after ; and 

(iii) the requirement that imported rum be held for a period of two years 
in small wood shall not become effective until May 1, 1952. 

(b) Whisky, brandy or rum which has not been aged and held as above 
stated, may be admitted to entry into Canada on condition that the goods 
will be stored and warehoused 

(i) by a Provincial Liquor Control Board or Commission ; or 

(ii) in a Canadian distillery under Excise supervision, until the legal age 

has been reached and the requirements have been met as to consump- 
tion in Canada. 

Rum which has not been aged and held as above stated may be admitted 
entry into Canada when for de-naturing purposes in a distillery or for use in a 
bonded manufactory licensed under the Excise Act. 

(c) No intoxicating liquors, commonly known as whisky, brandy or rum 
bearing on the bottles or other containers thereof statements as to age of the 
whisky, brandy or rum, may be imported or admitted to entry into Canada, 
unless such statement as to date of manufacture has been certificated by 
authorized officers of the government of the country in which produced, 
except as provided for in (d) hereunder 

(d) In any case where the certificate of duly authorized officers of the 
government of the country in which the goods were manufactured cannot be 
produced, the Minister of National Revenue may accept such other 
evidence as will establish to his satisfaction that 

(i) imported whisky, brandy or rum has been manufactured for at least 

two years ; or 

(ii) The age thereof, as represented on the containers, is correctly stated. 


The notices published in the Board of Trade Journal on Septem- 
ber 17, 1949 (page 556) and October 22, 1949 (page 787) are cancelled. 


Valuation for Customs Duty 


A COPY of an Appraiser’s Bulletin, Misc. No. 41, Supplement 
No. 1, dated February 2, 1950, issued by the Department of National 
Revenue, has been received from the United Kingdom Senior Trade 
Commissioner at Ottawa. The bulletin states that by Order-in- 
Council P.C. 328, passed under the authority of Section 35 (5) of the 
Customs Act (see the notice published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on February 2, 1950, page 264), import duties imposed in respect of 
stout in countries entitled to the benefits of the British Preferential 
or Most-Favoured Nation Tariffs shall be disregarded in estimating 
the value for duty of such goods when imported into Canada, effective 
on and after January 1, 1950.

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Token Exports to France

Haiti 
Ratification of Annecy Tariff Concessions 


The Board of Trade have received confirmation from H.M. Minister 
at Port-au-Prince that Haiti has now ratified the Annecy Protocol 
of Accession to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

As from January 1, 1950, the tariff concessions agreed to by the 
Haitian Government at Annecy are operative. 

Th» existing surtaxes of 20 per cent. and 3 per cent. on imported 
articles will continue to be applied to dutiable goods, including those 
affected by the Annecy Concessions. Provisionally, however, the 3 
per cent. surtax will not be levied on the following ‘Tariff items :

OVERNMENT NOTICE No. 119, published in the Union of 
South Africa Government Gazette of January 20, 1950, is reproduced 
for the attention of United Kingdom exporters :— 


IMPORTATION OF WOOL, HAIR AND BRISTLES, AND 
MOoveMENT OF HAIR AND BrisTLEs 


His Excellency the Governor-General has, under the powers vested 
in him by section twenty-three of the Diseases of Stock Act, 1911 
(Act No. 14 of 1911), as amended, made the following regulations :— 

(1) No person shall import raw animal wool, hair or bristles 
except under authority of a written permit issued by a Government 
Veterinary Officer, or otherwise than in accordance with the con- 
ditions which may be specified in such permit. 

(2) The issue of a permit, referred to in regulation 1, may be 
refused unless— 

(a) sufficient proof is produced to the Government Veterinary 
Officer to satisfy him that the wool, hair or bristles in question 
are not infected with or likely to convey any animal disease; 
and 

(b) in the case where the Government Veterinary Officer so 
requires, the wool, hair or bristles, are to his satisfaction, 
subjected to such sterilization or disinfection process as he 
may determine. 

(3) No person shall move raw animal hair or bristles which have 
not been sterilized or disinfected in accordance with this regulation 
to any place within the Union other than a sterilizing plant which 
is registered in terms of the Fertilizers, Farm Feeds, Seeds and 
Remedies Act, 1947 (Act No. 36 of 1947), or a plant which has been 
approved by a Government Veterinary Officer, or remove any such 
hair or bristles from any such plant unless they have been subjected 
thereat to such sterilization or disinfection process as a Government 
Veterinary Officer may determine; provided that this regulation 
shall not apply to animal hair or bristles imported in terms of 
regulation 1 or hair or bristles derived from animals slaughtered 
under veterinary inspection at an abattoir in the Union approved 
by a Government Veterinary Officer. 

(4) The regulations published under Government Notice No 
2425 of 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal of February 20, 1943, 
page 73) are hereby repealed.

No. 11 (2)-T.B./49. Electric Motors Industry.—The existing pro- 
tective duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem on electric motors under item 72 (14) 
of the Import Tariff is due to expire on March 31, 1950. ‘The Tariff Board 
has enquired into the case for the continuance of the protection to the in- 
digenous industry and have submitted the following recommendations

In the past some complaints have been received about the formalities 
which exporters have had to observe when goods have been brought 
back to this country from overseas exhibitions 

United Kingdom exporters participating in these events are now 
reminded that important concessions have recently been announced 
whereby H.M. Customs and Excise will, with certain exceptions, 
admit without import licence goods manufactured or produced in the 
United Kingdom which are returned from overseas to the United 
Kingdom exporter in the state as that in which they 
exported.
